The writer de¬ 
spairs of relief of the fortress, and tells 
of the destruction wrought by Japan¬ 
ese shells. He says the Russians are 
resigned tq their fate and are deter¬ 
mined to fight to a finish rather than 
suffer the shame of surrender owing to 
starvation. Following la the text of the 
letter: 

•'The fortress cannot resist after De¬ 
cember. The progress* of the enemy In 
j reducing our principal line of outer de¬ 
fenses is not fully known, but it is Ir¬ 
resistible. 

"We are sadly disappointed over the 
uonarrival of the .second Pacific squad 
ron and are daily nearing our miserable 
end. 

"Gen. Stoeasel’s so-called Impregnable 
line of outer defenses Is now a myth. 
With 203-Meter Hill lost the fall of 
Port Arthur cannot be avoided. Its 
capture by the Japanese means the fall 
of the town, however strong the other 
defenses.

At the Ejiemy's Mercy. 

"The new town is at the mercy of the 
enemy’s Are. 

"The old town alone is defendable 
and here alone may resistance be pro¬ 
longed. 

"Two-thirds of the defenders of 203- 
Meter Hill were lost." 

The Sevastopol, which was exposed 
to the enemy’* fire In tho daytime, on 
the night of December 8 without being 
towed left the harbor with only 111 
instead of her complement of 660 souls. 
When she went out she had her nets 
down, but was struck twice by the 
enemy’s torpedoes and was beached. Ir¬ 
reparably damaged. Gen. Stoessel high¬ 
ly praised the officers and crew of the 
ship. 

"Fuel Is almost unobtainable and it 
is impossible to keep our bodies warm.

Completely Isolated. 

"We no longer have a Wireless tele¬ 
graph system and have rio means of 
communicating with the outside world. 
Our isolation is complete. There Is no 
news and we have had no information 
for a long time. 

‘It is impossible to smuggle ammu¬ 
nition. The captain of the King Arthur 
brought only barley. 

(The King Arthur, a British steamer, 
was captured December 19 while at¬ 
tempting to leave Port Arthur by the 
Japanese guardshlp Asagari. She had 
on board Russian naval officers who 
were attempting to Join the Russian 
Pacific squadron. She Is now at Sasebo 
undergoing trial.) 

"There Is a large hole in the hull of 
the Sevastopol and she is.completely 
disabled. All that remain* for those 
on board her is to do tbelr utmost in 
repulsing the enemy’s attacks. 

The enemy’s torpedo boats cam? 
close to the Sevastopol and attacked 
her as if they were going through or¬ 
dinary maneuvers.

A Howl From the Novoe Vremya 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 30.—The Novoe 
Vremyu to-day published an article on 
the ’’New Munroe Doctrlr.^ oi Amed- 
cn." While* not objecting to what it 
terms the "hand* off policy" of the 
United States, nor oven to the "honest 
broker" policy If the charges are not too 
high, it declares that the trouble is 
that the United States "do not seem to 
want to confine the doctrine to South 
America, but to have a finger In every 
European pie." 


A British Officer Drowned. 

San Francisco, Dec. SO.y-Aseoeiated 
Press correspondence front Honolulu 
say* that word ha* been received there 
by relatives that Uapt. Glass, of the 
British navy, was aboard the Japanese 
battleship Hntsuse when she was sunk 
recently and was drowned. The pres¬ 
ence of the British officer on the ship 
had not been made public before, but 
the news now is said to be official. 

Insisting On a Reply. 

Shanghai. Dec. 30.—The Taotal has 
been instructed by the Foreign Board 
at Peldn to Insist upon a reply from 
the Russian Consul to his demand for 
the surrender of the sailor belonging 
to the Russian cruiser Askold, who. on 
December 15, murdered a Chinaman on 
the Bund here as the result of a dis¬ 
pute over payment for the hire of a 
Jinriksho.

The 
Zemstvo*, under the threat oontsjineil 
in the Givernment note, seem tq be 
acting with considerable circumspec¬ 
tion. and no more have followed the 
example of the W**«cow Zemstvo in ad¬ 
journing sine diie. Neither have there 
been recurrences of the disturbances. 
The revolutionary organization, it is 
said. In addition to Grand Duke Ser¬ 
giu* and M. Trepoff. Police Chief of 
Moscow, have condemned Procureur 
General Pobedonosrtoff, of the Holy Sy¬ 
nod, ntul Minister of Justice Muravieff.

Pittsburg, Pa.. Dec. 30.—[Special.]— 
Hardly had the channel of the Ohio 
river been cleared after the accident to 
the Crescent's tow at»d navigation re¬ 
opened to-day when the Clyde, of the 
Clyde Coal Company*, sunk a coal boat 
and a flat at the same point, and as a 
result further coal shipments on the 
present rise are Impossible. The ob¬ 
struction at Merrlman' will not be re¬ 
moved until to-morrow, and, as the 
rivers are beginning to fall, the coal 
companies are not making preparations 
for sending any more fleet* down the 
river. The total shipment* during the 
rise amounted to about 7.000.000 bushel* 
of coai and seven model barges of wire 
and nails. There remain* more than 
15,000.000 bushels of coal loaded in the 
harbor and poola 

After working hard throughout the 
night the Government emidoye*. wiih 
the steamer Tide, managed to clear the 
channel of 125,000 bushel* of coal 
wrecked there by the Crescent Thurs¬ 
day night and navigation was resumed 
nty>ut 10 o’clock thl* morning. About 
5:30 o’clock thl* afternoon thv Clyde 
started through the narrow channel. 
The dangerous current Jammed her 
against the same bar on which the 
Creacerit sank Its fleet. CippL Clow*, of 
the Clyde, made every’ effort to get off 
the Ixar and succeeded In saving all of 
his tow with the exception of one coal 
l>oat. containing 25,000 bushels, and a 
flat holding 6.000 bushel*. These were 
sunk in the channel, making a total of 
almost 200.000 bushels of coal lost at 
this point in two day*. To-night prep¬ 
arations were being made by the Gov¬ 
ernment employes at Davis Island dam 
to dynamite the wreck again and clear 
the channel some time to-morrow. 

The gauge* at Davl* Island dam to¬ 
night show 9.9 feet, and falling. The 
water Is almost out of the Allegheny' 
and Monongahela river*, and the 
stream* axe not expected to keep up 
even a barge stage after to-morrow. 

SWEPT BY GALE. 


DAMAGE TO SHIPPING IN THE 
UNITED KINGDOM. 


Communication Interrupted With the 
Province* and Some Part* of 
the Continent. 


London. Dec. 30 — A fierce gale from 
the Atlantic swept over the Untted 
Kingdom to-day. Mountainous seas 
w'ere reported along the coasts. 

At Stornoway, outer Hebrides, the 
Danish steamer Alabama dragged her 
anchors and stranded on Peninsula 
point. Her engine room and the stoke¬ 
hold sections are flooded. She Is leaking 
forward and has listed to starboard. 

A small vessel with a crew* of ten 
men foundered off Elamborough head, 
Yorkshire, on the North soa. 

Several minor shipping accidents have 
also been reported. Much damage has 
been done Inland. Telegraph and tele¬ 
phone lines are down and communica¬ 
tion* are Interrupted with the province* 
and some ports of the continent. A 
number of accidents inland due to fly¬ 
ing debris have been reported. 

Steamer Damaged By Gales. 

Liverpool, Dec. 30—The British 
steamer Yucatan, which arrived at 
Liverpool December 25 from New Or¬ 
leans, reports haring been extensively 
damaged during a succession of gales 
from December 10 to •December 21. 
Heavy seas swept rhe Yucatan's bridge 
and a quartermaster was dronvned. 
three boats 'were smashed, the steam¬ 
er lost her compasses and steering 
ge.vr. the stoke hold was damaged and 
the saloon was flooded. 

Valuable Cargo Lost. 

New York. Dec. 30.—The British 
ftteamer Drumelzler. which went 
aground on the tandb&r off Oak 
Island during the storm last Sunday, 
has broken In two -amidships and It \» 
believed that much of her valuable car/ 
go will be a total lose.

’‘agyloin er a t .one. “ 

His paper was read before a Joint 
session of the two associations, and 
was followed by a di.* ujs’on, in which 
Pi\>f. J. W. Jenka, of CorneR. and E. 
E. Pruning, of Chicigo, took the lead. 
Mr. Whitney declared, in part: “Con- 
gic*w has entire jurisdiction over in¬ 
terstate commerce, md can therefore 
Impose any conditions now* specially 
prohibited by the (institution upon 
corporations engaging In IrJterstate 
commerce. It has the same brood 
power to exclude State corporations 
from Interstate commerce, except uyon 
its own terms, which a State has to 
exclude from Its territory a corpora¬ 
tion >f another State. Pts terms may 
Include restrict loss upon the member¬ 
ship of the corporation «o as to pre¬ 
vent Its being exnvtrolled by any out¬ 
side corporation, and It may declare 
that no company engaged in Interstate 
transportation c*an be engaged In any 
productive industry, either directly or 
Indirectly, by lease, etotk ownership, 
bond ownership or otherwise, thus 
breaking up such agglomerations as 
the United States Sttel Corporation."

Mr. Henry R. Seager. of Columbia 
University, Nfw York, discussed “The 
Open or Closed Shop.** He said In 
part: 

“The conviction Is growing that the 
combinations of workmen, like combi¬ 
nations of capitalilRts, need to be con¬ 
trolled if the public interest Is not to 
suffer. Labor organizations are adml- 
rafble; labor monopolies are pernicious. 
To foster the one and to oppose the 
other, the law must Intervene to insist 
that the rules and policies of organiza¬ 
tions shall not limit membership In an 
unreasonable way. It fs not the closed 
shop so much as the closed union that 
has Justified the open shop crusade. The 
open shop is. to be sure, one means of 
opposing the closed union, but Its in¬ 
troduction In certain trades means re¬ 
trogression rather than progress. In 
such trades a better phin would be to 
attack the closed union directly through 
the methods of legal regulation of union 
rules, w'hlle accepting the union shop 
as a convenient device for securing 
compliance with provisions of a col¬ 
lective bargain and enforcing discipline 
within a shop through a system of self- 
governmeivt on the part of the work.- 
men rather than through the interfer¬ 
ence of foremen and bosses represent ng 
the employer. A union shop and trade 
membership in the unions which is free¬ 
ly open to all competent men Is neither 
monopolistic nor un-American. On the 
contrary It Is a long step toward both 
industrial liberty and Industrial peace." 

ADVANCE IN PRICE OF BEEF. 

Accounted For In a Paper Rend At 
Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, Dec. 30.—The members 
of the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science In convention 
here to-day listened to an interesting 
paper read by Frederick C. Croxton, of 
the United States Bureau of Labor, In 
which he accounted for the advance In 
the price of beef during the post ten 
years. He presented statistics in sup¬ 
port of his theory giving the ratio of 
the supply to the demand during the 
period covered by his paper. He said 
in part: 

“The retail price of fresh beef at the 
present time Is about 10 per cent, above 
the average for the period from 1890 
to 1899. The margin between beef at 
wholesale nnd at retail is rather close. 

“The most difficult question encoun¬ 
tered In a study of beef prices is that 
of supply. The estimates of the Bureau 
of Statistics of the Department of Ag¬ 
riculture show' an Increase from 1890 to 
1904 of 15.8 per cent, in the number of 
cattle in the United States, while In the 
same time the population Increased 
about 30 per cent, and the exports of 
fresh beef Increased 72.9 per cent. 

“It is possible that combinations of 
packers exist which would doubtless ex¬ 
ert a steadying Influence on declining 
prices, or a conformation might be 
strong enough to control to some extent 
the prices of cattle bought for slaugh¬ 
tering. or the supply of beef stopped, 
which would seriously affect the price 
to the consumer." 

Prof. Simon Newcomb, the noted as¬ 
tronomer. read a paper on “The Baals 
of Economic* as an Exact Science.” Dr. 
Leon Water discussed food adulter¬ 
ation aqd said the practice Is on the In¬ 
crease. 

UNIVERSAL ALPHABET 

Desired By the Modern Language 
Association of America. 

Chicago, Dec. 30.—A universal alpha¬ 
bet, to be adopted by the dictionary 
publishers of every country. Is the ob- 
’ Ject of the Central Division of the 
Modern Language Association of 
| America, whose members have dis¬ 
cussed the subject at their ninth an¬ 
nual meeting here. 

After hearing the report of the com* 
I mlttee on the subject of a phonetic 
' English alphabet, the members, led by 
Prof. Francis A. Blackburn, of the 
. University of Chicago, engaged In a 
l discussion. 

The proposed changes will necessi- 
I tate a number of additions to the 
English alphabet. The system. If once 
Introduced by the dictionary makers. 
It was said, would in time lead to the 
employment of the phonetic spelling In 
oil literature 

According to the plan advanced, nil 
foreign words retaining their original 
pronunciation when Incnrporated into 
the English language, will be repre¬ 
sented by phoneth spelling. Attempts 
will be made to Interest other societies, 
especially those In foreign lands.

Rising 1 Sun, Ind., Dec. 30.—James 
Gillespie, the defendant, took the stand 
to-day Ln the trial of the charges 
against him of murdering his twin 
sister. Elizabeth Gillespie. He denied 
statements attributed to him at the 
time of the shooting. He said that on 
the day before the murder he had gone 
hunting with Earl Seward end had 
fired Ms last shell at a hawk. 

On the night of the murder he said 
he ate supper with the family in the 
Seward kitchen at 5 o'clock and Earl 
Seward went up town at 5:15. He and 
Mrs. Seward sat at the table, a few 
minutes and he went to the bam. He 
had just stepped Into an outhouse when 
lie heard an “explosion** and a minute 
later he heard voices at the lattice 
door separating the front from the 
back yard and walking up to mem he 
found Belle Seward. Belle Campbell 
and Jane Boyle. They told him some 
one was hurt across the street. Gil¬ 
lespie said he saw Belle was excited 
and took her Into the house and began 
to quiet her, giving her stimulants. 
Mrs. Barbour came In and helped.

Rogers died at 11 
o'clock last night. A slhort time before 
his death he made a statement In whhch 
he sAld he was going home from here 
land as he was near Riddle’* home. 
Riddle approached h'm and curbed him, 
then placed the gun against his breast 
and fired. Rogers* clothing was set 
on fire by tlhe powder. He jerked the 
gun from Riddle’s grasp and struck 
hhn over the head, mbunted h'Ls horse, 
w-lfUh his clothing still ‘burning, and 
rode to the home of a tenant, on his 
farm, who ex'Mrcgiiiaftupd- the blaze. 

There are *trwo gunshot wounds in 
Rogers* breast, either of hlch would 
have been fatal. Rogers also stated 
that after Rdddle had shot him. Riddle 
called to some women at his house, 
who avers spectators, lo give him a 
pistol and he would finish him. Riddle's 
head Is badly cut from blows struck 
with the gun by Rogers. Rogers* re¬ 
mains will be burled here to-morrow. 

Dad feeling had existed between tlhe 
men 6fnce a disagreement over a line 
fence four years ago. Two years ago 
Charles Henderson killed Bes Barber ln 
Fleming county. HAndernow was a 
brother of Riddle's son-ln-iaw. Riddle 
took an active part for Henderson, and 
Rogers was active against Henderson. 
This Intensified the hard feeling.*. Two 
months ago members of both families 
had a difficulty here, and) trouble ha* 
been expected. Riddle’s examining trial 
will take phice Tuesday. 

MAN AND WOMAN ARRESTED. 


On cross-examination this afternoon 
Gillespie denied he had ever knocked 
Elizabeth down, that he had ever 
struck her down with a stick of wood, 
had ever scalded her or In any other 
way had used violence toward her. He 
denied that he had fired the shot that 
killed her and denied that he was lu 
front of the house that night. 

James Gillespie said he had talked 
with James Boyle about Elizabeth, but 
did not know whether It was in praise 
of her or condemnation. Gillespie ad¬ 
mitted that the Rev. John Henry had 
come to him to get him to go home. 
He said that he told the Rev. Henry 
he did not want to go back, and that 
If his mother wanted him she knew' 
where he lived. Court adjourned un¬ 
til to-morrow.

Republican Majority In 
Indiana Legislature. 


THE ELECTION OF SENATORS 


WILL BE MJBRELY A MATTER OF 
FORMALITY. 


MANY NEW LAWS PROPOSED. 


Indian/upoH**, Dec. SO.—[Special.]—The 
coming session of the Indiana General 
Assembly, which will meet In biennial 
session In this city on Thursday next, 
promises to be replete with Interest to 
all sections of the State because of the 
new la ws that are projected and a ho 
because old laws on many subjects 
have been eodilled under the direction 
of a legislative commission and will 
be discussed and adopted by this body. 
There At such a pronounced Republican 
majority on joint ballot and In both 
houses that the politics of the session 
does not promise to command much at¬ 
tention. for any measure that the ma¬ 
jority may propose will be certain to 
go through, and that, too, without for¬ 
midable opposition, owing to the scar¬ 
city x»f Democratic members. 

The selection of Representative Hem- 
•nway for the vacancy to l>e made by 
the resignation of Mr. Fairbanks will 
be voiced unanimously In the Republic¬ 
an caucus, and the election of the two. 
Penatorw— Mr. Beveridge to suoreed 1 
himself and Mr. Hemenway to succeed 
Mr. Fairbanks—will not be attended by 
anything more Important than record¬ 
ing the vote. The Democrats have not 
decided whom they will present for the 
empty honors that nomhvatlons will af¬ 
ford. bin it ts more than likely that Ben¬ 
jamin F. Shively, of South Bend, and 
John W. Kern, of this city, will bo the 
nominees. Shively was the Democratic 
candidate for Governor In 1B96 and Kern 
In 1JW>0 and 1904, and this Is thought by 
many to entitle them to the compli¬ 
mentary nominations for the United 
States Senate. 

• • • 

An Unwieldy Majority. 


Conservative Republicans are ex¬ 
pressing the hope that there will be 
but little politics In the present Legis¬ 
lature. They feel, first, that the ma¬ 
jority la ao large that it will be un¬ 
wieldy. and. secondly, that it Is so by 
accident, and only a good record for 
legislation and freedom from Intestine 
strife will insure continued control for 
the party. Some of the men, who have 
been returned this year were member* 
two years ago and shbwed anything 
but a quiescent spirit when certain 
party measure* were Suggested at that 
time. This fact makes the leader* even 
more cautious than they would be were 
the majority smaller and ahe Demo¬ 
cratic minority larger, for the latter 
might then be counted upon to be ag¬ 
gressive, and thus, by opposition, bring 
Republicans to the support of the party 
measures. It would seem from this that 
the le^deht see indications of leek of 
harmony if politics is allowed to dom¬ 
inate the session, and for that reason 
they are counseling against It. 

One of the Interesting questions that 
Is to come before the lody and which 
will be separated wholly from politics 
Is embraced In the proposed amend 
ments to the Nicholson Temperance 
law and because It 1^/a been upheld and 
strengthened at every point by the Su¬ 
preme and Appellate Courts till the sa¬ 
loonkeeper feels that he Is left with 
practically nothing on which to stand 
Under the present law the selling of In¬ 
toxicants In a precinct, ward or town 
ship may be prevented If a majority of 
the legal voters shall sign a petition 
asking the County Commissioners not 
to gram the applicant a license. The 
opponents of the saloon have had to 
circulate petitions, and all the expense 
and trouble have been borne by them. 
It Is now proposed so to amend the law 
that the saloonkeeper will have to sub¬ 
mit with hils application for a license a 
petition showing a majority of the vo¬ 
ters of the locality in favor of the ea- 
loon. This, of course. Is designed to put 
the expense and trouble upon the man 
who is supposed to be seeking the profit 
out of the business, and many of the 
temperance people of the State are In 
favor of the change In the law’. Others, 
however, oppose it on the ground that 
the present, law has been construed by 
the courts. Its provisions upheld and its 
©legations and Inhibitions known, and 
any change will bring uncertainty and 
in the end may seriously weaken Its 
provisions. The politician, who always 
bus votes In view, also takes this view 
and will Join with the temperance ad¬ 
vocate who opposed any change. 

• • • 

Must Protect Depositors. 


Another subject that has received 
considerable attention Is in relation to 
private banks and the necessity of the 
Plate throwing some safeguards around 
depositors. The subject comes to at¬ 
tention a i this time because of several 
failures of private banks during the 
year and consequent heavy losses to 
depositors. As n rule, private bankers 
oppose any legislation, but the demand 
for some law' that will put such insti¬ 
tutions under State supervision is so 
strong that several biUs have already 
been drafted and one is pretty certain 
to be enacted Into law*. It Is more than 
probable that private banks will be 
put In the same class with State hanks 
and thus subjected to examination by 
the Auditor of Sta-te and to reports at 
such times as he may require. The 
heads of such Institutions are far from 
acquiescing in the proposed law and 
•Will have a lobby here to fight the bill. 
• • • 

To Legislate Against Railroads. 


than can Indianapolis merchants on 
goods that do not go outside the State.

A simMwr bill was Intro¬ 
duced turn years ago by Senator Wood, 
law r partner of Gov.-elect Hanly, and he 
announces that the bill will be offered 
again at the coming session. Organized 
labor had a lobby fighting the bill two 
years ago and will oppose It again.

Laporte, ImL.Dec. 30.—The unusual 
sight of twelve lawyers acting a« a 
jury In a murder trial was presented 
to-day In the I^iporte Clnv.uk Court in 
the trial of Charles lvrelnke, charged 
with killing William Runyan, a South 
Bend druggtjst, in an attempt at rob¬ 
bery. James OanteHo, a companion of 
Krelnke's escaped, but Krelnke was 
captured and Indicted by the St. Joseph 
county grand jury for murder In the 
first degree. The case on change of 
venue werut to Laparte and Krlenke 
agreed -to plead guilty to manslaughter. 
This could not be however, with¬ 

out taking the back to South Bend, 
so a plan wias evolved by which a jury 
of taiwyers was impaneled, evidence 
was* Introduced and by agreement the 
Jury returned a verdict oif manslaugh¬ 
ter. Judge Richter then sentenced .the 
defendant to the State prlFan for a 
term of from two to twenty-one years.

CHRIST Tin: LIFE AND LIGHT OF MEN- John L, 1-18.1 

By the Rev. J. El Gilbert, D. D.. Secretary of American Society of Religious X> 

Education. — 




THE PROLOGUE.—The first three 
goapels were designed for classes of 
men—Matthew for the Jews, Mark for 
the Romans. Luke for the Greeks. 
Each presented n view of Christ adapt¬ 
ed to Hr readers. Those views, united 
and expanded In the Pauline and Cath¬ 
olic epistles, furnished a body of truth 
sufficient for the needs of the church, 
which, after the discussion concerning 
the gentiles, was In grreat harmony. 
Toward the close of the First century 
Christianity came into oonffict with trie 
learned world, and a new statement 
of doctrine was needed. Its prepara¬ 
tion was the task of John, "the beloved 
disciple," then an old man. residing at 


Ephesus, one of the chief cities of Asia Jccted. 


of whom Paul speaks (Rom. t.. 19-25), 
did not even know him. They did In¬ 
deed perceive that a benign influence 
was exerted upon them, but they hud 
superstitious notions concerning it 
There was another drum of men of 
w’hich better things might have been 
expected, the posterity of Abraham. 
With them a covenant had been made, 
to them precious promises had been 
given. For many centuries they had 
been under the Instruction of inspired 
men. They bud been nurtured by law 
and ceremonial that they might un¬ 
derstand what God was doing for men. 
and that they might he the teachers of 
other peoples. (Gen. xxll., 18.) Yet «h»*n 
the word came unto them He w'as re-

Minor. He announced his purpose In 
writing (John xx.. 31) to convince men 
that Jesus was the Son of God and that 
by union with Him they might have 
enterna! life. This simple creed is out¬ 
lined in the passage before us, which is 
the prologue on Introduction to the 
book. 

THE WORD (Verses 1-3).—John be¬ 
gan by explanlng a term, the Word, in 
common use, but greatly misunder¬ 
stood. It had been freqtxently employed 
In the Old Testament. In the act of 
creation God spoke (Gen. I.. 11). and the 
message to th* prophets was by word. 
(Hos. L, 1 > The Jewish theologians, 
under the Influence of oriental thought, 
had made many fanciful interpreta¬ 
tions of this scripture expression. 
Philo, an Alexandrian philosopher, held 
that God was concealed; that He acted 
only by servants, that among these 
servants was the Word. (Or. Logos.) 
These speculation*! were prejudicial to 
religion. To refute them John declared 
that the Word was a perron, that this 
person existed on th** beginning (Gen. 
L. 1). that he was with God. that he 
was God, the Great or of ail things. 
Here the doctrine of the trinity, not 
formulated, is implied, a fuller view of 
the Godhead than ajiy previously pre¬ 
sented. 

THE LIFE—(Verses 4-5). The an¬ 
cients were in great uncertainty con¬ 
cerning the nature and origin of life. 
The movements of animals and men ex¬ 
cited th«Ur wonder and sometimes 
prompted their worship. They had 
many theories for the various* phenom¬ 
ena. The Gnostics taught that there 
were two emanations from God, Life 
and Light, one of the vital, the other 
the mental principle. These noted sep¬ 
arately and Independently, producing 
without divine aid all living forms and 
all intellectual activities. But John 
affirmed, iri opposition to this view, that 
life was in the Word, and that It was 
the light of men. (J\din v.. 26.) He 
traced ail things back to one and the 
same source—not dull matter alone, but 
animat, mental, moral, religious life al¬ 
so. Whatever Insight might be given 
to men. whatever aspirations might fill 
their hearts, in any age or land, all 
had their origin in the life that was In 
the Word, who was the eternal God. 
the role Creator of ail things. 

THE WITNESS— (Verses 5-7). The 
doctrine thus announced is as impor¬ 
tant to religion as was the law’ of grav¬ 
itation to -cjence. One person, the Su¬ 
preme Being, having life within Him¬ 
self. by ifls direct energy, quickens and 
Illuminates men. That doctrine ought 
to un’te and elevnte mankind. Why 
then the dfiscord and degradation? John 
anticipated this question and answered 
It Men failed to comprehend the light 
rind eo failed of its benefits. (I Cot. 
tt. 14). But must men remain In Igno¬ 
rance? Must they grope about in dark¬ 
ness even while the iight shwnes? John 
answered this question alone. A nmn 
was sent from God to witness for the 
light. He had been with God and was 
sent out—he did not go out of hls own 
accord. Other men had communion with 
God and went forth on other errands— 
to declare law', to denounce aln. to call 
to repentance, to predict Judgment, to 
proclaim mercy. But this man was con¬ 
fined to a mission, unWk* that of any 
who wen* before him—so to witness 
for the light that men might balieve. 
This reference is to the Baptist. 

THE REJECTION (Vere-* 10-U).— 
How did men regard this light which 
shines upon the whole race? John an¬ 
swers. The world at large, the great 
mass of mankind, the heathen probably 


THE RECEPTION (Verses 12-13).— 
If the above had been the only response 
to the word In HI* appronch to men. the 
world would have been In a deplorable 
condition. But it some rejected others 
received. Perceiving in Him that which 
satisfied the heart’s longings and an¬ 
swered the mind's qmotions, they ac¬ 
cepted Him and yielded to Him. fMatt. 
xL. 28.) ThetT names were not recorded 
in Scripture, but, in Hls book (Phil. Iv., 
3.) Some were Jew*s and some were Gen. 
tiles. (John x.. 16.) They all alike, what¬ 
ever their nation or color, their social 
standing, or intellect uni status, received 
from Him power, that is privilege and 
ability to become the son* of God. This 
was attained by the uniform process, by 
faith, and it was attended by one and 
the same result, a new birth. They ex¬ 
perienced a change ro ns to constitute 
them new ereaitures. (John 11!.. 5.) That 
change was not through blood ns the 
Jews supposed, nor through will of man 
ns the dtgnltariew of the Gentiles 
thought, but through the operation of 
the snfrlt of God. In this way those w ho 
received Him become a new people by 
heavenly birth, bound ’together by holy 
ties, living to honor Him and advance 
His caure. (Cot Ut. IT.) 

THE GLORY—(Verse 14).—Thus far 
John has written iri general 'terms. But 
having declared that some received the 
light and became eorwt of God. he prop¬ 
erly puts bhryself among them and 
speak* for them. The word was made 
flesh—the Divine Being, the Creator of 
all things, took on Hlm*e!f human na¬ 
ture (Heb. II.. 16). He who xvas the 
Life and Light appeared os a man and 
dwelt among men. The infinite taber¬ 
nacled with the finite. This account of 
the IncarnaCVon omits detaJls of the 
birth (Luke J , 31). reedted by other 
evange4i*ts. nr.d Is much more delicate 
n»v1 for the time more he'pful. In this 
form the Word was visible. Before He 
had been n fp!rltual presence snitfttnder* 
Mood. Now they who received Him 
beheld Hls glory. The sight was grant¬ 
ed only »to them. Others were Incapa¬ 
ble of approaching Him. The opened 
virion of those who were n«c.ir. whore 
hearts had responded, discovered in 
Him divine quAl-ltie*. the only One on 
earth begotten nf God. He was per¬ 
ceived to be full of grace and truth, 
c<f which elements the best of men pos¬ 
sessed but slight degrees (Col. 1., 19). 

THE CONCLUSION.—It will be no¬ 
ticed that John and Moses opened their 
books with the name phrase (Gen. 1 -Jj. 
Both assumed that the world was not 
eternal, that it had a beginning. Moses 
gave an account of creation; John of 
the Creator. One traced the orderly 
progress from primitive chaos to the 
advent of man; the other showed the 
moral chaos down to the advent of the 
second x um. Moses broke the power of 
nature worship by setting forth one 
God ns the first cause. John showed 
how this out God, the first cause, was 
related to msin. Here are the funda¬ 
mental truths of the two dispensa¬ 
tions—nature. the handiwork of God; 
God. the life and light of men. How¬ 
ever, John move* on a more elevated 
plane of thought thou Moses. His sen¬ 
tence© are clothed with matdhlt©* grace. 
The divine side of his theme from 
word to life, from life to light, is lp- 
expresaiblv beautiful. On the human 
side he advance* from an unrecognised 
spiritual illumination to a witness, a 
rejection, a reception, a bodily mani¬ 
festation. The lesron closes wdth the 
well-known fact that they who love 
Jesus, the Incarnate W’ord. and they 
only. being begotten again, have 
learned His glory. (I. Feler iL, 7.)

time. Rossetti. Browning and Tenny¬ 
son. not to memion Swinburne, with 
whom hte intimacy has been particu¬ 
larly conspicuous. were all hie friends. 
In his Introduction to the hook Mr 
Douglas speaks of his own friendship 
with Mr. Watts-Dunton. whos* name, 
he says, "is now familiar to every fair¬ 
ly educated person.” Arid, he adds, 
"about few living men is there so much 
literary curiosity.” 

To the general reader what Mr. 
Watts-Dunton has to say about his 
contemporaries is, perhaps, the most 
Interesting feature of the book. With 
Dante Rossetti he was particularly In¬ 
timate, and there are numerous sou¬ 
venirs of the poet-painter at The Pin$s. 

I remember several of his paintings 
and a crayon of Pandora as well as bits 
of furniture. Mr. A. C. Benson In his 
monograph on Rossetti in his English 
Men of letters Series says that ”it 
would be Impossible to exaggerate the 
value of his friendship for Rossetti.

lie his biographer.” It is. however, an 
open secret that a vivid sketch of Rcs- 
settl’s personality .has been given to 
the world in “Ayiwin,” where the ar¬ 
tist D’Arcv Is drawn 4om KsJMettl. It 
Is well known that Ro*s.-tti wUhed his 
life. If written at all, to be written 
by Watts-Dunton. but pressure of oth¬ 
er matters prevented the latter from 
undertaking it. When Mr Dougins 
wrote to Mr. Watts-Dun tout*, a-king 
him whether the portrait of D'Arcy in 
•’Aylwin” was to be accepted as a por¬ 
trait of Rossetti, he replied begging 
the question; but he admits that "the 
D’Arcy that I have painted is r.ot one 
whit nobler, more magnanimous, wide- 
minded mid generous, than was D. G. 
Rossetti.” Adding. ”1 loved the man 
so deeply that I should never have 
Introduced D’Arcy into the novel had 
It not been hi the hope of silencing the 
misrepresentations of him that begun 
a* soon as eve*- Russet til was laid in 
the grave at Birvblngton. by depleting 
his character in colors as true as they 
were sympathetic. It has been the 
grievous fate of Rofrettl to be the vic¬ 
tim of an amount of detraction which 
Is simply amazing and inscrutable. I 
can no* In the least UR demand why 
this Is so. It is the great sorrow of 
my life. There is a fatality of detrac¬ 
tion about his name, which, In its un¬ 
reason aihlan ess. would be grotesque 
were it not heartrending. R would 
turn my natural optimism about man¬ 
kind Into pessimism were it r.ot that 
another dear friend of mine—a man 
of equal nobility of character, and al¬ 
most of e tual genius, has es< uped cai- 
umny aMogeiher—William Morris. This 
matter Is a painful puzzle to me. The 
only great man of my time who seems 
to have shared something of Rossetti's 
fate is I,ord Tennyson There seems 
to be a general dee Ire to belittle him, 
to exaggerate such angularities as were 
his. and to >ipeak of that almost child¬ 
like simplicity of character which wad 
an Ineffable charm in him ns spring¬ 
ing from boorish ness and almost from 
lodtlshnes*. On the other hand, an- 
olher great genius. Browning, for 
whom I had and have the greatest ad¬ 
miration. seem* to be at* fortunate a« 
M,»rr;4 In esc&pia* the detractor.” 

On the subject of Rossetti’s relations 


with h!» wife. Mr. Wa.tts-Dunton, in 
a letter to Mr. Douglas, quotes from 
the late Mr. Val Prinsep. who declared 
that In Rossetti's relations with his 
wife there was nothing whatever upon 
which hiis conscience might reason¬ 
ably trouble him. Mr. Val Prinsep 
knew RoseetM intimately, und this 
public Ftatement from him was a 
raunee of great comfort to Watts-Du li¬ 
on, "and l*o all who loved Rossetti.” 
’’That he was whimsical, fanciful, and 
at times most troublesome to his 
friends, no one knows better than l 
d*o. No one. I siy, is more competent 
to »i>e.4k of the whims and the fancies 
and tTie trouble?** me ness of Rossetti 
than 1 ani. and ye? I say that he was 
one of the noblest-hearted men of his 
time, and lovable—most lovable.”

life at "The Pines” 
to be put Into print, and all that Mr. 
Douglas Is allowed to say about the re¬ 
lations between Mr. Watts-Duri ton and 
Mr. Swinburne is that the friendship 
began in 1872; that It Boon developed 
Into the closest intimacy, not only with 
the poet himself, but with all his fam¬ 
ily. Jn 1879 the two friends became 
housemates at "The Pines," Putney 
Hlltj and since then they have never 
been separated, for Mr. Watts-Dun ton’s 
visits to the continent, notably those 
with the late Dr. Hake, recorded in 
"The New Day," took place Just before 
this time. The two poets thenceforth 
lived together, worked together, saw* 
their common friends together and 
traveled together. In 1882. after the 
death of Rossetti, they went to the 
Channel Islands, staying at St. Peter’s 
Port. Guernsey, for some little time, 
nnd then at Petit Bot Bay. Their swims 
in this beautiful bay Mr. Watts-Dunton 
commemorated In two of the opening 
sonnets of "T>he Coining of Love.” The 
two friends afterward went to Sark. 
A curious incident occurred during their 
stay In the Island. The two poet-jrwhn- 
mers received a bravado challenge from 
"Orion” Horne, who was alsb a famous 
swimmer, to swim with him round the 
whole island of Sark. The absurd chal¬ 
lenge was not accepted. Mr. Swinburne 
still retains his enthusiasm for Sark, 
and on the day of my memorable visit 
to "The Pines” he discoursed at length 
and In poet’s terms of that picturesque 
island.

The entile morning was absorbed 
in the reading; and, says Mr. Watts- 
Dunton. ‘the remarks upon poetic und 
j dramatic art that fell from Tennyson 
I would have mad* the fortune of unv 
| critic.’ ”

4n the .^thenaeum the article is attrib¬ 
uted to me.* 

” *1 do not think.* sa*!d Mr. Low-ell, 
"that yo.u ore a lover of my country, 
but I am not one of those who attri¬ 
bute to yo*u articles that you never 
wrote.* ” 

It may be well to say right here 
something about Mr. Watts-Dunton’s 
feelings toward America, which were 
once supposed to be hostile. Apart 
from his intimacy with LOwell. he num¬ 
bered among hl9 American friends 
i ’larence Siedman, Mrs. Moulton (be¬ 
tween whom ami himself there hns been 
the most cordial intimacy during twen- 
ty-flve years). Bret Harte, Edwin Ab¬ 
bey. Joaquin Miller. Go!. Higginson. 
and. Indeed, many prominent Amer¬ 
ica ps. Between Whistler and himself 
there was an Intimacy so close that 
during several years they saw each 
other nearly every day. That was be¬ 
fore Whistler's genius had received full

William Shaksper has no place In 
Henslowe’s Diary, a fact In Itself 
of slight weight were It not so 
little known that Henslowe's company, 
of which he was manager, purchased 
and owned some of the Shakespeare 
plays, and if Sba/psper had written 
them or had disposed of his right to 
them, his name would most certainly 
have appeared In the Diary; yet In the 
very minute accounts kept by this 
fihrewd manager, comprising two vol¬ 
umes of notices of actors, poets and 
theatrical comrades, there is not a sin¬ 
gle mention of such a poet as William 
Shak*p€-r or Shakespeare. 

Next, Slntksper commended no con¬ 
temporary. as was the universal custom 
with writers during his time. Poets such 


as Heywood. Ben Jonson, Chapman. Shakespeare. 


the wrong in 1612 and compelled Jag- 
gard. -the publisher, to tajee iffhakes- 
peare’s name from the title page. 
Shaks-per never troubled himself in the 
least about the fraudulent use of his 
name. 

The author has proof on proof that 
the plays were written by a Protestant 
or Protestants and quote* to convic¬ 
tion. from the plays themselves. 

Rather more Intricate Is the argu¬ 
ment against any man of Rhaksperis 
character so imprinting a different per¬ 
sonality upon his work; but there chap¬ 
ters are the most convincing of the 
book and are filled with quotations 
from old end new writers—Carlyle, 
Hawthorne.

The cotton market was steady and dull, 
with no features worthy of note, prices 
being a shade higher at the close.

The Isle of Pines. 

This island lies fifty miles south of 
Cuba, and has an area of about 000 
square m'les. In other words it Is not 
so large as Christian county, Ky. It 
has long been an appanage of the Is¬ 
land o.f Cuba, but the treaty with 
f*paln left Its s-tatam undefined, and the 
Platt amendment left it to negotiation 
between Cuba and the United States. 
A treaty giving It to Cuba has been 
negotiated, but has not been ratified 
by the Senate. 

Opposition to the ratification of this 
treaty is again attracting attention. It 
ttynt four-fifths of the Island 
belongs tt> American settlers, who wish 
to remain under the Stars and Stripes. 
Their friends and relatives are bring¬ 
ing pressure to bear upon Senators and 
members of Congress. The Senators 
ai*e asked to kill the treaty. Then the 
House Is asked to pass a resolution de¬ 
claring the island American territory. 
Meanwhile, there Is a case before the 
Supreme Court involving the same 
question.* 

Last fipring a majority of the Senate 
committee having the matter in hand 
whs said to be opposed to the treaty. 
There are rumors, however, that there 
have b~en such changes that a favor¬ 
able report is probable. Hence, the 
renewed efforts to head off the treaty. 

Thhs matter has now been pending 
far about six years. It seems high 
time tl at It should be settled. Secre¬ 
tary Huy is in favor of ceding the 
Uland to Cuba, and that will probably 
be* the fina| disposition of the matter. 
The sooner a definite settlement is 
reached the better. 


splcuous In point of leadership, he 
has always held an influential po¬ 
sition in his State. Prior to his 
election to the Senate the only political 
offices he had filled were those of mem¬ 
ber of the Legislature In 1861-62 and 
Secretary of State In the following 
year, having been defeated for Lieuten¬ 
ant Governor in 1872. Had he been more 
self-assertive his political career would 
have been more conspicuous. But 
he declined many leading positions, 
among them that of Minister to Japan, 
a seat In the Senate In 1885 and the Sec¬ 
retaryship of State under Harrison. His 
life has been given more to business 
than politics, he having been long the 
attorney for the New York Central and 
aJso Its president, besides having im¬ 
portant connections with other roads. 
For some time past he has been presi¬ 
dent of the board of directors of the 
New York Central and recognized as 
one of the leedflng minds In the control 
of the Vanderbilt system and estate. 
In 1888 his name was quite prominently 
mentioned for the presidency in the Re¬ 
publican national convention. His rec¬ 
ord when fully spread shows him to 
be a man of great versatility of talent 
and substantial qualities not withstand¬ 
ing the popular estimate of him as be¬ 
ing chiefly oonspiouous for his readi- 
nesB as an after-dinner speaker. His 
new term as Senator, if the programme 
as annoijneed is carried out, will begin 
on the 4th of March, 1905, and end in 
1911 in his seventy-seventh year. 


Senator Depew. 

• The problem of the New York sen- 
wtorship^ which has for some tlmto 
been in abeyance, has been solved and 
Senator Depew will succeed himself. 
When Gov. Odell superseded Senator 
Platt in the conLrcd of the Republican, 
organization and succeeded in carrying 
tile State by such a large majority, It 
was believed that he would not only 
control the Federal patronage, but 
make his power secure by putting in 
•uch other offices as were to be filled 
his own immediate friends and follow¬ 
ers Ipstead of those who had belonged 
t$ fhe Platt regime. As Senator De- 
pbw, whose term will expire in March, 
has always been close In his relations 
with his fellow Senator, the impres¬ 
sion had become general Lhat Gov. 
Odell would give his support to ex-Gov. 
BUck as successor to Senator Depew, 
and of late the indications seemed to 
confirm this view. This would have im¬ 
plied a factional contest in the party, 
with Odell on one side and the Platt 
and Depew following on the other. It 
seemed so obvious that some of the 
fading New York Journals, noted for 
their good judgment In such matters. 
h* d regarded It as a foregone conclu¬ 
sion and come to look ujion Senator 
Dcpew as destined to be retired from 
Senatorial Ilf* 

The change came suddenly end was 
announced first by Mr. Depew after & 
bonference with Gov. Odell. The latter 
confessed that he had had other pref¬ 
erences. but for the sake of party har¬ 
mony subordinated his own views and 
Assured hiimnf his support.

Plans For Economy. 

9 Speaker Cannon is ho Idling himeolf 
out as a strenuous advocate of econ¬ 
omy. It is not a new role for him. 
As chairman of the Camnnattee on Ap¬ 
propriations for mi3.ny yearns he gained 
some reputation as a waltch-dog of the 
Treasury. True, ho had to advocate 
the appropriations reccrnimrended by his 
committee, but at every point he had 
to meet ro« omme 11 dat tons to Increase 
thorn. Bucih propositions he was wont 
to fight with a courage and a vigor 
worthy of better success. For it was 
a common experience for Mr. Cannon 
to be defeated In Ms efforts to keep 
dawn «a^*roprl»tkm® by combinations 
intevested in spending as much money 
as possible. The majority of Congress 
Is generally in favor of liberal! appro¬ 
priations. * 

Now Mr. Cannon's position Is dif¬ 
ferent. He is Speaker of the ‘House, 
and with two other members of the 
Committee on Rules, who are apt to 
concur with Wm, can control the 
business of the House absolutely. Not 
that a majority of the H-ouse could not 
defeat the rule introduced to got a bill 
through In a partlieuilar shape, If they 
dared, but in practJce they do not dare. 
To Incur the ill will of the Speaker and 
the Committee cun Ruflea is about equiv¬ 
alent to being remanded to private 
life. A member under the Ivan of the 
committee can ajccomplish no more 
than an outsider. 

Mr. Cannon is credited with laying 
that there are only three courses open 
to the House: borrow money, increase 
taxes on reduce expenses. To borrow 
money for current expenses l«, of 
course, not to be thought of. In fiaot, 
It Is not necessary co long as there 1 b 
a surplus in the Treasury, but with 
expenditures exceeding receipts, of 
course the extinction of the surplus 
Is only a matter of time, and this is 
whait Mr. Cannon te doubtless hinting 
at when he speaks of borrowing money. 
An Increase of taxes Js always pos¬ 
sible, but It is often Inexpedient. It 
is considered particularly inexpedient 
now, because to collect more taxes from 
the tariff it would be necessary to 
lower rate® rather than increase them. 
This results from the fact that most 
of rthe tariff rates aTe above the point 
of maximum revenue, because they 
prevent imports. No Imports, no reve¬ 
nue. Js the inexorable rule, and high 
rates often yield a far smaller revenue 
than lower. But to Increase imports is 
to reduce the protection accorded to 
the trusts. And this is not to be thought 
of If there is any other expedient. 
Hence the word has gone out that 
expenses must be kept down. 

But even with the great power exer¬ 
cised by Che Speaker, keeping down ex¬ 
penses is not an easy' task. There are 
various objects which are to be allowed 
liberal appropriations. The rapid in¬ 
crease off the navy is urged as being 
absolutely necessary to the mainte¬ 
nance of peace with honor—peace with 
the “Big Stick.'* There must be no 
pruning In expense In war preparations. 
Nobody is aw^e of any immediate 
danger of vvjir from any quarter, but 
that makes no difference at present. 
We have fallen In with the idea that 
we must always be preparing for war, 
otherwise it will overtake >is and find 
us unprepared. Hence big naval ex¬ 
penditures are Indispensable, and the 
same Is true of the army appropria¬ 
tions. The pension charge is, of 
ooitrse. to be provided for as usual. 
So In looking around to see where we 
are to retrench the opportunities are 
not numerous. The Rivers and Harbors 
Bill is a favorite resort with m*uvy of 
the advocates of retrendhen^r.t. but on 
the other hand, it has many friend*. 
Whether -there Is to be & small bill or 
none a<t all seems not to be settled. 
But unless it be knocked out the effort 
to keep it down will be bard to com¬ 
pass, for the Senate Is to be reckoned 
with. Indeed, the Soimte is to be 
reckoned with Bill along the line, as It 
is not amenable to the name treatment 
that the House rules permit. 

For some years past the House itself 
has pursued a course that leads to 
large appropriations. There are too 
many committees that have to deal 
with appropriations, and they compete 
with one another In trying to get as 
large appropriations as possible for the 
purposes which they severally desire to 
promote. In other countries the budget 
Is dealt with as a whole The total 
expenditures are fixed, and the revenue 
arranged so as to meet them. A deficit 
( is covered by new taxes or a readjust¬ 


ment of existing taxes. We are work¬ 
ing on the theory that our tariff laws 
are too sacred to be touched, but w'e 
have no system by which fhe expenses 
can be kept within the receipts. In 
this respect we have been going from 
bad to worse, and while a change of the 
system Is often discussed there appears 
little reason to expect that any will be 
effected. Efforts at retrenchment will 
doubtless be made, but so long as the 
greatest leaks are treated as beyond 
remedy the cheeseparing In other direc¬ 
tions will probably not make any nota¬ 
ble reductions In the (ratal appropria¬ 
tions. The notion that this tea billion 
dollar country, that It can stand lavish 
expenditures, is so deeply fixed in the 
minds of the men who dominate Con¬ 
gress that profligate expenditures are 
Mkely to continue till the people call 
a half. At present there seems no rea¬ 
son to expect that a fear of the people 
will go far to keep down the general 
disposition to squander pubilic money. 


Minister Conger. 

The report given out at Washington 
that President Roosevelt will not reap¬ 
point Edwin H. Conger, the present 
Minister to China, will cause regret 
among those who are familiar with his 
good service In that position. It doubt¬ 
less is in deference to the wish of that 
official, who it is said wishes to re¬ 
turn home and become the candidate 
of his party for the governorship of 
Iowa. Minister Conger rendered val¬ 
uable service at Pekin, both before and 
during the Boxer rising and the siege 
of that place, having contributed per¬ 
haps more to the successful termina¬ 
tion of that dangerous Incident than 
any other foreign representative. Since 
then his influence at the Chinese court 
has been of great value in carrying 
out the terms of the settlement then 
effected and* In promoting the more en¬ 
lightened policies of the Chinese Gov¬ 
ernment toward establishing better- 
trade relations wltt* this country and 
the outside world generally. In addi¬ 
tion to these matters of official duty, 
through his influence and that of his 
wife with the Dowager Empress, there 
has been a nearer approach to western 
reform in the court at Pekin in the re¬ 
moval of ceremonial barriers and the 
Introduction of modern methods of ln- 
tercourite. This influence has ex¬ 
tended to affairs of the impe¬ 
rial administration in the encourage¬ 
ment of railroad construction, modern 
organization of the army, in the abol¬ 
ishment of the queue and other evi¬ 
dences of closer conformity to the 
usages of modern civilization. It is 
said that much of this enlightened 
progress In the Chinese court has been 
brought about by the influence of Mrs. 
Conger over the Empress through her 
conversion to the teachings of Chris¬ 
tian science. To whatever It may be 
attributable. It has undoubtedly been 
due chiefly to the presence of Mr. Con¬ 
ger as our official representative. For 
that reason It is to be regretted that 
he proposes to retire, since the fact 
that a ruler of such power has been in¬ 
fluenced by such slight cause to change 
her policies so radically, renders it 
dangerous with her well-known whim¬ 
sical nature, lest the withdrawal of 
such influence and the possible substi¬ 
tution of another not beneficent, may 
cause reaction In her policies and lead 
to others of an opposite kind. 


In dlfecussing the brain before the 
American Association for the Advance¬ 
ment of Science. Dr. A. Spltzka, of Co¬ 
lumbia University, denied that there 
is any unusual type of brain, as main¬ 
tained by the Lombroso school. Many 
criminals show not a single anomaly In 
their physical or mental make-up. 
Every attempt to prove that crime is 
due to a condition peculiar only to crim¬ 
inals has failed signally. It Is be¬ 
cause criminals are drawn mainly from 
the low, the degraded and the outcast 
that investigators have been deceived 
Into the belief that there is a criminal 
type. Dr. Spltzka had failed to And in 
criminals any cerebral character as- 
cribable to an alleged criminal consti¬ 
tution. The classification of criminals, 
therefore, must rest on the observation 
of each Individual, with his history and 
mental and physical condition. 


It would be hard to And more sense 
in as few words a« Is contained In 
this dosing paragraph of an article toy 
the New York Sun on the so-called 
Southern proble^rf: 

“Finally, the South is very much better 
off than it knows. It can ufford to be in¬ 
different to criticism. In many respects 
It is the most fortunate, the most pros¬ 
perous region on the face of the globe. 
It can't be injured from outside. It can 
only Injure Itself. The habit of troubling 
yourself about what other people think 
of you is bad.** 

Agitation 1^ the South over the say¬ 
ings and doings of a few* Northern poli¬ 
ticians can serve no purpose except 
that of those politicians. Let us mind 
our business and qirft worrying about 
those who would mind It for us. 

J. J. Hill, when osked why bo many 
many railroad accidents occurred 
In this country, replied that most of 
them were due to disobedience of 
orders. When the Southern Pacific re¬ 
cently undertook to ascertain what per¬ 
centage of orders w'ere obeyed on Its 
system the astounding discovery was 
made that on one division of the road 
this percentage was less than two- 
thirds of the orders Issued. With such 
startling disclosures as that It would 
seem that there are more things about 
railroads than rebates which demand 
reform. 


“By all accounts,** complains a con¬ 
temporary, “more Imperial ceremonies 
have be:*n recently introduced at the 
White House than existed when the 
Emperor Napoleon had his court at the 
Tulleries.'* And there would be Just as 
much complaint if the occupant of the 
White House chose to Introduce there 
Instead of imperial ceremonieh. cowboy 
contempt of ceremony, as they say, in 
some matters* he really does.

CREASES CITY ASSESSMENT.

Adicums To-day, But Will Meet In 
Special Session Next Week- 
600 Cases Examined. 


Six hundred ca*es were considered 
by the City Board nf Equalization, 
which -will end its regular session to¬ 
day and adjourn sine die. The board 
has been In session for about forty-five 
dJaya, and during that time has looked 
over the entire a-sse^sment list and 
carefully considered a large number of 
real and personalty assessments. No 
report is made by the board, so that 
the amount of money involved and the 
Increase which was made In the Assess¬ 
ments wll-l not be known, although each 
ease shows on the Assessor's books. 

The board increased, the assessments 
in the .majority of cases, and the in¬ 
creases will be several times as great 
as the d’eereases which were mode. In 
the realty assessments in- the majority 
of cases decreases were made by the 
board, but the whole noncrunt of proper¬ 
ty Involved was miall, and the only 
large change made ivas of $Lf>00. Some 
200 cases In realty assessments were 
considered. In the personal assess¬ 
ments the beard made many increases, 
In one case the assessment as given in 
by the otvner b?lng raised $35,000. The 
Increases ranged from $300 to $35,000, 
this last figure boing the highest. The 
majority of the large Increases were 
mAile in the whisky business, but the 
names of the firms are withheld by the 
board* according to a long established 
custom. 

The board will meet again Tuesday In 
rpedsl session to consider the retro¬ 
spective assessments of the Louisville 
Water Company for the past six years. 
The sessions wHl continue for some 
days and It is probable that the final 
assessments will not be fixed until the 
-middle of J anuary.^ _

Chairman Board of Public Safe¬ 
ty. Louisville, Ky—D^ar Sir: Ab a repre¬ 
sentative of a large number of Louis- 
vlMo'ii citizens I have been requested to 
call your attention to an occurrence re¬ 
garding which 1 am sure you will wish to 
be fully understood. 

On June 9. 1094, a special ©lection was 
held in Clifton and Crescent Hill, com- 
ptlning the Thirty-ninth. Forty-third and 
FVrty-fourth precincts. With that elec¬ 
tion tho Citizens' League had nothing to 
do. as it Is not in politics, and It is to tho 
absolute disregard for law as manifested . 
In that day’s doings that 1 am asked to 
direct your attention. As a result of tho 
lawlessness manifested that day, several 
public tings were held by the citi¬ 
zens (both men and women) of Clifton ard 
Crescent Hill, Deep Indignation wex* 
t»r«*Bsed and a formal protest w’as formu¬ 
lated and adopted at a public meeting at 
C.Ifton. and later at a public meeting at 
Cresconi Hill. It was ordered that this 
be made public through the daily press. 
This paper wif referred for conr.pletioa 
and gathering of fact* to a Aprclal com¬ 
mittee composed of the ch rgymen of 
Chfton and Crescent Hill, and ho* only 
within the past few days been sent to ms. 
This explains the conaiderable dofciy In 
addressing thin letter to you. 

I wish to write you now only of the 
matter as 1 have personal knowledge; 
the public document referred to abov* 
will doubtless be out later. On the morn¬ 
ing of the ©lection I went to the polls at 
the Forty-third precinct to vote, expecting 
then to go to my office; but I found con¬ 
siderable excitement prevailing, and, In¬ 
deed. the situation was so alarming from 
the standpoint of good citizenship that I 
found It necessary to remain at the polls 
all d-ay. There were no poUlcemon present 
at the polls, and a number of Htlzens wore 
conferring together and could not under¬ 
stand what It meant. The election offi¬ 
cers were complaining about fraudulent 
voters, delaying the voting. Several of 
the citizen* stated that they telephoned 
down to your office and were promised 
that something would be done about it. 
Several of the gentleman (the most of 
them, I think, well-known Democrats), 
after waiting for an hour or more, called 
up Judge Gregory by telephone and* ex¬ 
plained the situation to h'm. He Immedi¬ 
ately drove over and stated that he would 
probably not be authorized to swear In a 
speedfti policeman unless the city officials 
refused to send an officer, that he was 
then gotng to the city and w’puld ee* you 
about the case Later he telephoned that 
he had seen you. and that you promised 
something wnpd be done at once. No 
policeman had arrived at 10^0 o’clock, 
and I again telephoned to your office, 
asked for you, sc*oke to you personally of 
the lawless condltkms. and asked you In 
the name of the Citizens’ League, of 
which I was president, that something b© 
done for ua. You expressed surprise that 
no one had come, and ptrunlsed Immedi¬ 
ate attention. At 11 a. m. Lieut. Klnnar- 
ney Arrival; he remained Ju*t ten min¬ 
utes and then left. He came again about 
1 o’clock, and remained for a brief period, 
not exceeding thirty minutes. During this 
visit one of the “repeaters” came Into the 
poWs and an election officer came to the 
door to know If a policemen was any¬ 
where near. Lieut. Kinnartrey was called, 
hut the man attempting to vote w*as 
hastening dow f n the street: the election 
officer called to Lieut. Kinrtamey to ar¬ 
rest the man a* a fraudulent voter, but 
he clajmed he could not arrest him with¬ 
out a warrant. I offered to send a man 
down to swear out the w-arrant. but the 
Lieutenant said one of the election offi¬ 
cers must go down and swear out the 
warrant I pointed out that It would 
vitiate the election If the election officer 
left; at my request Lieut Klnnarney took 
the man back to the pollls a.nd three of 
the elect'on officer* stated to! Lieut. Kin- 
namey that they would swear this man 
had in the morning voted fraudulently as 
Ed Hapfiel. and now had sought to'vote, 
or had voted, in another name I went to 
the telephone t oask Col Stone for legal 
advice In the case, and when I returned tho 
fellow had been turned loose. Lieut Kin- 
tvn.mey Immediately left, and did not re¬ 
turn until about five minutes before clos¬ 
ing the polls. All day long the fraudulent 
voting was repeated. I saw men change 
hats and come batok to vote the sec-.nd 
time, but there was no policeman to inter¬ 
fere.* Dr. Foster, pastor of the Clifton 
Baptist cthurch. stnted In the public meet¬ 
ing above referred to that he and some 
other gentlemen had gone th*e day before 
the election to Mnj. Gunther. Ch!*f of 
Police, requesting that proper nolfco pro¬ 
tection be given at the polls. The answer 
was that no police could be spared, as 
one thousand policemen would be needed 
for the Democratic Convention, then In 
session Dr Slgbv, pastor of the Meth¬ 
odist church. In Crescent Hill, announced 
that he had telephoned to MaJ. Gunther 
the day before end had talked to him of 
the need of having policemen at each of 
the precincts, and MaJ. Gunther said ho 
would attend to It. At 2 o'clock the situ¬ 
ation looked so threatening that I tele¬ 
phoned down to Mr F>a.nk Nunemacher, 
who w ns then an Election Commissioner, 
believing that his presence In an official 
capacity wMild somewhat allay lawless¬ 
ness He kindly came out and remained 
until the polls closed. About twenty-flvo 
men who did not five in any of these 
prordnets hung about the door In a most 
threatening attitude, and had Mr. Nune- 
maoher not been present, some expressed 
tho belief that the ballot box would have 
been forcibly taken, as occurred In the 
etedJon nt Beechmont. In South Louis¬ 
ville pome time ago. 

In the protest above referred to. adopt¬ 
ed bv the Ullfton peopHe to be given to th* 
public press. Mr Smart, one of the Judfla* 
of the ©lection at the Thlrty-nlxUb pre- 
Hnce. calls attention to a detail of law¬ 
lessness in that prcclnot that Is dreadful. 
Case upon cnee of fraudulency with \ 
names and Pacts; an army that 
mikes the heart sick, and throughout It 
all not a policeman present to protect tho 
hnllot. Thef** nets str'ke at the very 
heart of our civic life The man who 
se^ks to destroy the free ballot. Is an 
enemy to our city an enemy To our 
homes and an enemy to everything that 
Is good and ntfble and true. 

This l» no longer a matter of Democ¬ 
racy or RcpuKlearrisTn or partyJsm of 
anv kind. It Is a condition which the 
go6d cr't'zonahlp of Louisville must unit* 
to ccrrcct. , . .. 

I trust you will pardon this lengthy 
communication, hut It bos seemed noc- 
esarxry In order to emphasize the gravity 
of the raae. What the Clifton and Cres¬ 
cent Hill people desire to know Is. why 
was police protection withheld from each 
of thw three precincts on that day? As 
chairman of the Board of Safety tha 
responsibility was upon you to hntrt? at 
lenflt one policeman nt each of these pre¬ 
cincts during the entire time of the e.«c- 
t’on If ymi ns chairman of the Boar.* 
of Public Safety, were powerless, upon 
whom did the responsibility for this con¬ 
dition rest? ,

PAYING SALOON LICENSES. 


Two damage suks agalngt corpora¬ 
tions were flted ywtor day afternoon tn 
the Floyd Circuit Court in New Al¬ 
bany. James Moran, by his attorney*. 
Stckeenixirg & Weathers, and Col. Ben¬ 
nett H. Young;, instituted an sottcm 
agaiivsl the Kerwucky and Indiana 
Bridge and Railroad Company to re¬ 
cover $2,000 ckumiages for alleged per¬ 
sonal injuries. Moran, who was a mo- 
tornvan in tthe service of the company 
March 11. 1904, alleged thatt. aa he was 
coming from Loutevtlle on that date 
bis car collided with a Dinkey engine 
at Mato and Vlncemies streets. New' 
Albany, and 'he was mf badly injured 
in the week as to have be<to totally 
Iwapacltated for work since. He aver* 
tha-t on account of & detect. In the 
brake the rod parted as he was at¬ 
tempting to stop tbe oar before reach¬ 
ing the crossing, and that this, the 
cause of the accident, was on account 
of the neglige nee and carelessness of 
Uhe company. 

Gustave Kiel. Jr., by Ids attorneys, 
©totservburg <& Weathers, filed a suit 
In the Floyd (Mrcult court at New Al¬ 
bany against the Lcmtevilfe and Sotteh- 
, em Indiana Traction Oom.pa.ny to re- 
/ cover $3,000 damages for being ejected 
by force and violence, if was alleged, 
from one of the oars of the company 
by a conductor. The plaintiff alleges 
that on September 5. 1904. he boarded 
one of the company's street cars to 
Jeffersonville and was transferred to 
an interurban car running to New Al¬ 
bany, the motorman on the street car 
(having given him a transfer check. 
When he tendered the transfer check 
the conductor refused to accept it and 
asserted In the presence of many pas¬ 
sengers that he. the plaflnilff, was try¬ 
ing <o defraud the company and would 
have to pay fare or he would put him 
off the car. Upon his refusal to pay. 
as demanded, the conductor ejected him 
Wth violence from the oar. On ac¬ 
count of this aMuitt no had suffered 
much shame and unmerited humiliation 
and degradation rut the hands of the 
servant of the <v«nvpany. In conse¬ 
quence, he averred, he had lost much 
time from his business and was com¬ 
pelled to miss Important business en¬ 
gagements.

IN CINCINNATI. 


Probate Court Hold® That the Road 
Has the Right of Eminent 
Domain. 


Cincinnati. Dec. 30.—Judge McNeil, of 
the Probate Court, to-day decided that 
the Louisville and Nashville raAlnxul 
toa« the right of eminent domain In 
this dty and may condemn property for 
the purpose of increasing Its terminals. 
The railroad hod brought suit for the 
condemnation of land on three etreeta 
near the end of the bridge, claiming 
that the land was necessary for pro¬ 
posed new terminate. 

The contention jtiat the traoks on the 
bridge into this city were in fact p*u*t 
of the road, and What therefore the 
company had the right of eminent do¬ 
main as a resident corporation was sus¬ 
tained by the court, who declared that 
for such a railroad as the Louisville 
and Nashville ternUnnJls of only 600 feel 
were clearly Insufficient, and ’-that the 
road Should have the right to condem¬ 
nation proceedings. The ca«e has been 
closely contested, and the decision is 
considered of great importance to the 
proposed Increase of terminal facilities 
for all the railroads centering in Cin¬ 
cinnati.

Braving the blasts of a northwest¬ 
ern blizzard, Mina Dora B. Bussewitz, of 
Wauwatosa, Milwaukee county, Wis..

Otto B. Burger, 
and elope wdth him to Jeffersonville, 
where they were married yesterday af¬ 
ternoon at the courthouse by Magis¬ 
trate B. J. Ferguson. They carried 
with them a suit-case and an umbreliu, 
their only baggage, and after paying 
out $7.50 for the marriage expenses 
crossed to Louisville, where the groom 
said he had relatives.

Cose Was Decided Involving the Li¬ 
cense Laws. 

An opinion of the Indiana Supreme 
Court, which swim to have been en¬ 
tirely overlooked heretofore, was un¬ 
earthed in Jeffersonville yesterday that 
bears directly on the question whether 
a female must be a resident of a county 
for a period of ope month before a Cir¬ 
cuit Cleric can grant her a license. The 
opinion was written ’by Judge Roache, 
who holds the law applies, and was 
handed down Saturday. December 31. 
1853. Ju«t fifty-one years ago to-day. 
i The opflnlon is based on section 5, 
page 595. of the revised statutes of 
Indiana of 1843, which says: “Such clerk 
shaJ! not grant a marriage license in 
any race until lit is proved to him by 
affidavit of a competent and disinter¬ 
ested witness, resident of the same 
county, that such female resides and 
has resided therein, for one month Im¬ 
mediately preceding the application for 
such license, except In case where su* h 
clerk shall know certainly the fact ot 
such resldapce.” 

The opJnldn of Judge Roache ki based 
on an action filed by Wellington Nossa- 
rrtun against Adam Norseman to re¬ 
cover real estate on the ground that 
Wellington Noraaman was not n legal 
heir of John Nossaman, from whom 
Adam Nossaman efcUmed to inherit the 
property. Judge Roache set* up that 
from the evidence he found that John 
Nosaumnn married Abigail Yylle some 
time in 1809 In Monroe county. Vo., of 
which marriage Adam Noasaman was 
the iss^ue. They separated after the 
birth of the son and never lived togeth¬ 
er afterward. It la recited that about 
1815 John Nossamian, who had found 
his way to Monroe counrty, Ind., took 
up with Rica Meadow’s, mother of the 
compiainan't. They went to Virginia, 
afterward to Kentucky, and In 1831 or 
1832 to M'arlon county, Indiana, living 
together at Indianapolis until they both 
died, the woman Irv 1848 and Nossaman 
In 1849. while the legal wife of Nossa- 
map died In Virginia In 1847. In In¬ 
diana. Rica Meadows wtis known as 
the wife of John Nof^aiman, but to sev¬ 
eral witnesses he had stated he never 
married Mie woman, while to others he 
claimed a wedding had taken place In 
Kentucky. 

When the suit wn« brought for pos¬ 
session of the property Robert B. Dun-, 
can. who was a Circuit < *lerk and fcneu» 
the Nossam&ns from 1834. could find 
no record of their marriage. A deputy 
spent much tlm^ in* trying to find a 
Ttoord of the license, there being an 
attempt on the part of Wellington 
Nossaman to ahonv the marriage hud 
been solemnized at Indianapolis, but he 
•was not nlble to d*o so. This led the 
to decide In favor of the defend* 
ant on the ground there could not have 
been a legal marriage in any other 
county In Indiana, because Miss Mead¬ 
ows had been a resident of Marlon 
county at the time the marriage was 
alleged to have taken place. 

The lower court was sustained by 
Judge Roache, who In his summing up 
«ald; “It 4s not lawful for the clerk 
of any other county to l#eue a license. 
It is also the duty of the clerks to keep 
a record.” If this opinion folds good 
there are hundreds of Kentucky couple* 
who are not legally irrrrted on account 
of hnvlng eloped to Jefferronvllle and 
married there against the law* of In¬ 
diana. There are also cuses almost 
without number where no return of 
the marriage has been made, and In 
some Instances there is no record that 
a license was Issued.

AND AN INCREASE IN THE EX¬ 
PENSES OF GOVERNMENT. 


THE PANAMA CANAL PAYMENT. 


Charles Having-?, th* British Amhis- 
owrior, arvd Foreign Minister L*nia'k>rflf 
precisely similar to the Amerlco-Ru®- 
siati agreement of last summer, where, 
by Joint stock and other companies 
domiciled in either country «re recog¬ 
nized aa having a legal oxlsten* *' in 
the other country and arc permitted 
either to bring or defend actions In the 
flaw courts. 


Washington, Dec. 30.—The Treasury 
Department to-day issued a review of 
Treasury operation for the calendar 
year 1904. 

The Treasury receipts for the calen¬ 
dar year, 1904, were JfHO.OOO.OOO, and the 
expenditures tineluding the Panama 
payment), $f»6L\0<)0.000. a deficit for the 
year of $22,000,000. As oompared with 
the previous c»aUrmiar year, the receipts 
allow a ftilling off of $8.000,000 and the 
expenditures an increase of $50,000,000. 
The decrease In customs receipts was 
$9,000,000. Oivil and miscellaneous ex¬ 
penditures Increased $15,000,000: War 
Department, $9,000,000: Navy Depart¬ 
ment. $23,000,000; pension*. $2,000,000, and 
interest. $1,000,000. 

The increase In Interest Is due to 
the fact that a portion of the interest 
of 1903 was anticipated In 1902. The fig¬ 
ures do not include the postal receipts 
arid expenditures except that the postal 
deficit is included in the civil and mis¬ 
cellaneous expenditures 
• • • 

Increase In Imports. 

Imports for the first eleven months of 
1804 were $839,000,000, an Inor-ase over 
the corresponding period In 1903 of $22.- 
000,000. 

Imports free of duty for the same 
period increased $42,000,000, while duti¬ 
able Imports increased $20,000,000. In 
3903 43Vi per cent, of the imports were 
free of duty, while In 1994 47 per cent, 
were free of duty. Prartlruliy the en¬ 
tire increase in free imports was In 
three articles-coffee, India rubber and 
raw silk. Although dutiable Imports 
decreased $20,000,000. raw sugar and 
wool show Increases aggregating $2S.- 
000,000. All other dulUtble imports de¬ 
creased nearly $50,000,000. Of this de¬ 
crease $20,000,000 was in iron and steel. 

Other noteworthy features of the 
Treasury transactions In 1904 were the 
payment, out of accumulated surplus, 
of $50,000,000 for the right of way of 
the Panama canal: the redemption of 
the outstanding 5 per cent, bonds, due 
February 1, 1904. and the various calls 
on the National Bank Depositories for 
the return of a portion of their public 
deposits. The redemption of 6s during 
the calendar year was approximately 
$6,000,000. Public funds on deposit at 
the banks were reduced from flGG.OOO.OOO 
January 1, 1904. to $113,000^00 at the 
close of the year. The calls on the 
banks, to mature early In 1905. will 
further reduce these deposits and re¬ 
plenish cash in the general fund of the 
Treasury to the extent of $23,000,000. 

• • » 

Cash In the Treasury. 

The cash In the Treasury. exclusive 
of the gold reserve and gold and silver 
coin held against outstanding certifi¬ 
cates, was $320,000,000 on January 1, 
1904. At the close of th* year It was 
$240,000,000, r decrease of $80,000,000 for 
the year. The Panama payment ac¬ 
counts for $50,000,000 of this decrease. 
The redemption of Uie 5s of 1904 and 
National banknote redemption account 
for $10,900,000 more. The balance is due 
to the deficit Incurred In carrying on 
the ordinary operating expenses of the 
Government. 

For the first six months of the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year the deficit is approxi¬ 
mately $22,000,000 The balance of the 
year will probably reduce rather than 
Increase the deflctlt. Receipts show a 
tendency to increase. The greater part 
of the postal deficiency for this fiscal 
year has already been met and the ex¬ 
penditure for various kinds of public 
works will be less for the next six 
months than f r the six months Just 
closed. Nearly $10,000,000 was disbursed • 
In the last half of the lust fiscal >eir 
on account of the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition. 

COTTON GINNING BULLETIN. 

Number of Bales Up To December 13 
Estimated At 11,971,477. 

Washington, Dec. SO —The final bulle¬ 
tin of the Census Bureau on cotton 
ginned In the United States to Decem¬ 
ber 13. Issued to-day. places the number 
of bales at 11.971.477, counting round 
bales as half bales. 

The total numWr of all kinds of bales 
reported was 12,109,823. The totals re¬ 
ported for the .a-rlous Stines were: 
Alabama, 1.329,936; Arkansas. 769.7S3; 
Florida. 75,713: Georgia. 1.796,195; Indian 
Territory. 431.969; Kentucky, 1.252; Lou¬ 
isiana, 893.193; Mississippi, 1,415.S24: Mis¬ 
souri. 30.652: North Danilina, 659.135; 
Oklahoma, 294.041; South Carolina* 
1.085,725; Tennessee, 271 870, Texas 3,030,- 
433; Virginia. 15.101. 

These figures cover the reports made 
by the agents of the Census Bureau up 
to December 13 last and are the total 
for that canvass. Up to the same date 
In 1903 80.8 per cent, of the entire crop 
had been ginned, while tn 1902 84 per 
cent, had been ginnerf up to that time. 

There will he two more canvasses, 
one taking the work up to January 16 
n*xt and a final one up to some date 
In March.

"The slump In the market was cre¬ 
ated principally by an Increased inter¬ 
est aiul In a decidedly heavier weight 
of Dhe quality of cotton grown. The 
same bulk or eotiton this year is ma¬ 
terially heavier than that of las: year, 
nil of which features hive a bearing 
on the present state of the market.

The size of the frog® at Stege (th** 
station is named nftei* the principal 
landowner) is a topic which is seldom 
mentioned without preliminary avowal® 
of truth and ability to prove the same. 
However, without taking space for such 
purposes. It may be said that the larger 
specimens of bullfrog® at Stege are al¬ 
most as big a® a large dove, and are 
wholesaled at $8 a dozen. What they 
appear rated on the bill of fare is a 
matter of conscience with the printer. 
A frog has been kno;vn to swallow a 
newly hatched chicken, paying the 
wage® of gluttony, albeit, with his life.

Preparations have been making for the largest 
January t disbursement* in the history of Wall 
•’treat. The call loan rate has been apathetic 
up to to-day. and the maximum rate touched 
to-dAy was 5 per cent. Meantime the u»ual 
estimates by bankers indicate that the Inflow 
of currency by express ha* been sufficient «,n 
balance to offset the subireasury absorption 
and leave a margin of gain of upward cf $4.- 
000,000.

He will be 
forced to remain In JaJl until some ar¬ 
rangement Is made to receive him at 
Lakeland. 

The same crowded condition prevails 
at the Eastern Asylum at Lexington 
and the Western Asylum at Hopkins¬ 
ville. Two years ago an addition was 
built to the Hopkinsville Institution for 
colored patients, but on account of the 
fact that both the Eastern and Central 
Asylum* have been compelled to un¬ 
load their surplus on the Hopkinsville 
Asylum, the capacity of the Institution 
Is already taxed. 

Dr. M. H. Yeoman. Superintendent of 
the Central Asylum, will soon issue his 
annual report, w’hich will show a total 
of 1,268 patients at the Institution, 172 
of whom are colored. In his report 
Dr. Yeaman will recommend the erec¬ 
tion of an addition to the colored 
*ards. That the Legislature will be 
compelled to make an appropriation for 
the purpose Is considered certain.
